These shares are currenty controlled by 
the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporabaor as Iecelver for Alliance Federal 
Savings and Loan Assoclation， 

Thus,atotal of 56.7 percentof outstanding 
Shares was prevented from being voted atthe 
meeting. 

Gaw's attormmey, Marvin 工 . Holen, admit- 
ted thatGaw Owned 9.9 percent of the StockK， 
butthestate SavingsandLoanCommissioner 
ruled that the shares Gaw owns direcuy 
shouldbelinked withtwo otheraccountsheld 
by Ryan Investment Ltd. and Cater Invest- 
mentLtd.All three accotnts areheld atthe SF 
office of Shearson Lehman Hutton.

There was an “orgy ”of Temembrances of 
the asSassination of President John F. Ken- 
nedy last month, as the Nov. 24 East West 
editorial noted.Iwasn'tan orgyparticipantin 
November; [hope its not too late to be one 
this month. 

玫 ennedy's assassination 2 years ag0 Sig- 
naled an end of innocence foralotof Ameni- 
cans,Iamong them.Ididn'tknow itthen, but 
TIdo now. 

The East Westeditorial Said that the assas- 
Sination Split the country into two groups-- 
those who _lived through the tragedy and 
leamed from it, and those who weren't born 
Or weren't affected by it. 

The editorial observed that Asian Ameri- 
cans bormn in the late 1940s or early 1950s 
Were among those deeply affected by 
Kennedy's inspirational tenure. Generally, 
is these Asian Americans who learned about 
Civil Tights and liberal progressive politics， 
first established Asian American civil Tights 
groups and who continue to fight for Asian 
American civil rights today. 

Icame a bit earlier than the group cited in 
the editorial. I was born in 1941, but I feel 
very muchapartofthe generationthathad its 
consciousness Taised by the deadly event in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 

At the time，I had graduated from Cal 
(known cumbersomely today as the Univer- 
sity ofCaliforniaatBerkeley)foralittle more 
thanayear.Iwas working as areporterforthe 
Sa1Era1tciscO NewyCa11BUWIIet1 anewspa- 
per that no longer exists. 

Like most anyone else older than, say, 10， 
I vividly remember what I was doing. 工 was 
asleep.Iworked the night shift in those days， 
meaning Igot off work around 1 am, some- 
times alittle later. 

Lee Harvey Oswald shot Kennedy closeto 
12:30 pm,， Central Standard Time, Or about 
10:30 am, Pacific Standard Time. 

A reporter friend at the Samn Franciyc- 
Exazaimner phoned me. In recent days, I had 
casually mentionedto herthatthe newsatthe 
time was pretty dull that nothing seemed to 
merit front-page play. 

“Well Bil,” her voice said in that fateful 
call “you' ve got yOUr page one Story.” 

The world hasn tbeen-the same since. 

Kennedy's death didn'tkill theidealism he 
ignited. 开 anything，it accelerated it Its 
doubtful, for instance, that PresidentLyndon 
Johnsoncould havepushed through therevo- 
lutionary Civil Rights Act of 1965 had Ken- 
nedy not been assassinated. It's doubtful 直 
Kennedy himself could have pushed 七 
through the way Johnson did 让 ennedy 
hadn't been assassinated. 

As we can see Clearly now, his assassina= 


tion set off a chain of wrenching social 
changes in American Society, unfortunately 
including two more assassinations 一 Bobby 
Kennedy's and Martin Luther King 'S. 

My Kennedy mania translated into Peace 
Corps Service im 1964. 人 ennedy had started 
the Peace Corpsthree yearsearlier,one ofhis 
few solid accdimnplishments， 

Through 1988 eyes,thePeaceCorps Seems 
aslightly silly, anachronistic bureaucracy in 
this ITough-and-tumble world. In the early 
1960s，the Peace Corps represented the 
height of youthful idealism，energy and 
Vigor. ItembodiedKennedy'sclarioncallfor 
“asknotwhatyourcountry candoforyou,but 
What you can do for your country.” 

Ibs one of my life's ironies that I learned 
mostaboutracism and my American identity 
While I was serving as a Peace Corps volun- 
teer in the Philippines.

My level of race consciousness in the 
1950s was low. The most Overt Iacist act 
against me occurred in high school，which 
had mostly white kids.I was activeandpopu- 
lar, writing for the school paper and editing 
the Senjor-class yearbook. 

For some School dance, [and my Chinese 
American date wanted to double-date with a 
white couple. He was abuddy of mine, Or SO 
I thought，Bat the mother of his date 
squelched the double date, presumably be- 
cause We Were Of Chinese descent. 

TI _ remember being hurt by that slight, but 
wecarried onandIcontinued my highschool 
friendship with the white couple，Our 
friendship ended at graduation, however， 
as We wentourseparate ways. The girl whose 
mom nixed the double date wentto Cal, as I 
did.ButCalwasabigplace,asitis today,and 
We never Sustained any contact 

In the Philippines, 工 was one of the few 
Americans ofcolortobepartofthe American 
Peace Corps team. The overwhelming ma- 
jority were Re White kids from eVve= 


ITywhere， Filipinos，with a long history of 
contact with Americans，generally equated 
“American”with“white.” So Asian Ameri- 
can Peace Corps workers in the Philippines 
一 Iremembertwoorthree others during my 
three and ahalf years there in the mid-1960s 
一 were 3a cturiosity. 

Theycalledme “inchick,”aTagalog/Pilip- 
ino term for Chinese.”But because Ispoke 
English likethe white American Peace Corps 
volunteers，Some Filipinos couldn't quite 
figure me out， TIheir puzzlement，in turn， 
caused me to think about my Iacial and na- 
tional identities. As a result, I became more 
conscious ofboth 一 andIbecame wariertoo. 

When Ireturned to the US in the turbulent 
Summer of 1968, I stayed away from direct 
participationin the many demonstrations and 
Protests againstthe Vietnam Warandracism.

了 . P. Chia, chairman of the Pacific Heri- 
tageMuseum,has calledthedisplayof works 
from the Taipel Museum thethird and most 
exciting exhibit” in the SF museum's Short 
history. 

Richard C.T. Wang, secretary general of 
the National Palace Museum, visited SF to 
answer questions from the press about the 
exhibit. Wang Said Taiwan has an extensive 
program oftravelling cultural exhibits,rang- 
ing from established overseas headquarters 
to Small cultural outlets for exhibits. He said 
that his country has“about 17 outlets for 
Chinese culture”outside Taiwan. 

Photographic reproductions are exhibited 
instead of the original paintings because of 
the need for “100 percent security”guaran- 
tees and the possibility that light might dam- 
age the original paintings, Wang Said.

The Bank of Canton of 
California has carefully preserved and re- 
storedtheentire Subtreasury Building, which 
is noOw 3a free-standing Structure integrated 
into the overall design of the bank headquar- 
ters on Montgomery.
